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Preface  to  Second  Printing 


When  the  Directory  of  Latino  Candidates  in  Massachusetts,  1968-1994 
was  printed  in  October,  1995,  it  represented  the  first  effort  to  compile 
a  comprehensive  listing  of  all  Latino  candidates  who  have  run  for 
office  in  the  state.  We  are  pleased  that  publication  of  the  Directory, 
and  its  companion  piece,  Speaking  from  Experience:  A  Handbook  of 
Successful  Strategies  by  and  for  Latino  Candidates  in  Massachusetts, 
has  been  met  with  such  enthusiasm  as  to  require  a  second  printing 
within  six  months. 

In  our  continuing  effort  to  document  accurately  the  history  of  Latino 
politics  in  Massachusetts,  we  have  succeeded  in  identifying  several 
more  candidates  we  missed  in  our  earlier  effort.  This  second  printing 
gives  us  the  opportunity  to  include  candidates  who  escaped  our 
attention  in  ]995;  we  have  appended  their  names  in  the  Addendum 
which  appears  on  page  24.  The  second  printing  also  allows  us  to 
correct  any  errors  we  inadvertently  made  during  the  first  printing  and 
to  update  the  statistics  presented  in  this  volume.  While  this  second 
printing  is  not  a  new  edition  and  does  not  include  the  campaigns  of 
1 995  and  1 996,  it  does  provide  the  most  complete  and  accurate 
information  available  for  the  ]  968-1 994  years.

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I  ntroduction 

This  Directory  of  Latino  Candidates  in  Massachusetts  is  the  first-of-its-kind  document 
to  identify  and  recognize  the  Latino  women  and  Latino  men  who  hove  run  for  elected  office 
in  the  state  of  Massachusetts  during  the  post  three  decades.  The  Directory  was  compiled  as 
port  of  a  study  of  Latino  electoral  campaigns  in  Massachusetts  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Center  for  Women  in  Politics  and  Public  Policy  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Boston. 

The  Directory  serves  to: 

•  Identify  all  the  Latinos  who  have  run  for  elected  office  in  this  state.  We  identi- 
fied 58  such  individuals,  41  of  whom  agreed  to  be  included  in  this  directory. 

•  Publicly  recognize  the  Puerto  Ricon,  Dominican,  Cuban,  Mexican  and  Central  and 
South  American  women  and  men  who  hove  had  the  courage  and  dedication  to 
run  for  office  —  often  against  great  odds. 

•  Provide  a  networking  resource  —  and  an  inspiration  —  for  prospective  Latino 
candidates. 

The  Directory  of  Latino  Candidates  in  Massacliusetts  is  conveniently 
organized  with: 

•  An  index  of  candidates  in  alphabetical  order 

•  Details  on  offices  the  candidate  ran  for;  his  or  her  ethnic  background,  party  af- 
filiation, and  current  title/occupation;  and  his  or  her  preferred  mailing  address 
and  phone  number. 

•  A  list  of  candidates  by  gender 

•  A  list  of  candidates  by  city 

•  A  list  of  candidates  by  office 

•  A  table  of  candidates  who  have  been  elected  to  office  in  Massachusetts

Gender  and  Latino  Electoral  Campaigns 


The  Directory  of  Latino  Candidates  in  Massachusetts  was  compiled  from  a  larger  study 
on  the  impact  of  gender  on  Latino  electoral  campaigns  in  Massachusetts.  The  study  was 
funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Inter-University  Program  for  Latino  Research,  a  national 
consortium  of  university  research  centers.  A  complete  report  of  the  study  is  available  from 
the  Center  for  Women  in  Politics  and  Public  Policy  at  the  John  W.  McCormack  Institute  of 
Public  Affairs,  University  of  Massachusetts  Boston. 

Highlights  of  the  study  include  the  following  facts^: 

•  58  Latinos  have  run  for  elected  office  in  Massachusetts  between  1968  and  1994. 

•  17  (29%  of  all  Latino  candidates)  have  been  Latino  women. 

•  14  Latinos  have  been  elected  to  office;  of  these,  8  (57%)  hove  been  Latino 
women. 

•  When  Latino  women  run  -  they  win.  Of  the  women  who  ran  for  office,  47%  were 
elected;  1 5%  of  the  men  who  ran  were  elected. 

•  Over  half  (56%)  of  the  Latinos  in  Massachusetts  to  run  for  state  level  office  or 
higher  since  1 970  hove  been  Latino  women. 

•  Latino  women  hove  won  87%  of  their  campaigns  for  School  Committee.  Men 
have  won  13%. 

•  Data  also  suggest  that  Latino  women  ploy  a  substantial  role  as  campaign 
managers  and  workers  for  both  mole  and  female  candidates.^

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Notes 


1 .  These  statistics  were  gathered  from  the  study  of  the  entire  set  of  58  candidates 
and  may  not  match  the  number  of  candidates  as  listed  in  the  Directory  of  Latino  Candi- 
dates in  Massachusetts,  1968-1994.  The  D/rec/ory  lists  the  names  of  the  41  candidates  we 
located  as  of  October  1 995  and  who  agreed  to  have  their  names  included.  We  were  not 
able  to  locate  six  individuals;  three  other  individuals  we  did  locate  did  not  wish  to  be 
included.  These  individuals  include  a  woman  who  ran  for  State  Senate,  a  man  who  ran  for 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  two  men  who  ran  for  mayor,  and  several  others  who  ran 
for  City  Council  and  School  Committee  from  a  variety  of  cities  in  Massachusetts.  We 
respect  their  wish  for  privacy.  In  addition,  as  part  of  a  subsequent  research  project  we 
identified  seven  more  candidates  in  June  of  1 996.  Their  names  are  included  in  the 
Addendum  on  page  24  of  this  volume. 

2.  These  data  are  from  the  mailed  survey  questionnaire  (n=31 ).  83%  of  Latino 
candidates  indicated  that  over  40%  of  their  campaign  workers  were  women.  While  41%  of 
the  survey  respondents  indicated  that  they  had  both  a  man  and  a  woman  as  a  campaign 
manager,  it  is  not  clear  what  portion  of  those  were  Latino  women.  However,  for  the  20 
candidates  for  whom  we  hove  complete  data,  35%  indicated  that  at  least  one  of  their 
campaign  managers  was  a  Latino  woman.
